"A United States consul in a foreign

"The most ^desperate leud ever known 


la the southwest grew out of an attempt 
tp graze sheep in Pleasant valley, in up- 
per Toiito Imsin, Arizona," says Captain 
J. H. McClintock in Ainsjee's. "The not- 
ed Tewksbury brother* undertook the en- 
gineering of the operation. They succeed- 
ed. But when the sheep side of the con- 
troversy bad forged to the front 32 men 
were dead. The casualties were not in- 
curred in pitched engagements. The tight- 
ing continued'during a year or longer in1 
the lute eighties. It was done in Ken- 
tucky vendetta fctyle. Mobt of the men 
who 'went over the divide' were ambush- 
ed on mountain trails and bhot in the 
buck.- A Tewk&bmy household was be- 
sieged b> a dozen members of the Gru- 
Lain faction, the opposing party. When 
an old man, At Uose, went out in the 
curly morning for a pail of water, he was 
shot and killed within 50 feet of the door- 
step. And there tbe corpse lay unburicd 
for three days in the full glare of the 
Summer sun. The wen within the bouse, 
stolid in their suffering from thirst, ap- 
pealed for permission to bury their dead. 
It was denied them. This is only a fair 
sample of the many atiocitics that mark- 
ed the progress of the feud. The Pleasant 
valley war ei-ded only when all the sur- 
viving combatants, together with most of 
their neighbors, were gathered up and 
taken to Prescott by a squadron of Ya- 
vapai county officers, headed by Sheriff 
William O'Neill, tbe 
same 'Buekoy' 


O'Xeill who was killed before San Juan 
hill leading his troop of tough riders. A 
soothing influence was also exerted by 
Sheriff .Commodore Owens of Apache 
county, who caught four of the sheep fac- 
tion in a house at Holbrook. The four 
broke from the house by four different 
routes, through doors and windows, hop- 
ing to pot the sheriff by a divided fire. 
All alone he calmly started, to pump his 
Winchester rifle, apparently heedless of 
the rain of lead. When he had finished, 
the four were dead, and the cool little 
sheriff had not a scratch. At the last only 
a single male of tbe Graham blood re- 
mained alive. He gave up the fight and 
flad to the Salt river valley, where he 
married and settled down to a quiet fanq 
Hie. While marketing his first crop of 
grain he was shot from ambush on the 
toad to Tempe. The deed Mas done by 
two unmasked horsemen, identified by 
two young women as Ed Tewksbury and 
his right hand man, John Rhodes. The 
latter was rather summarily discharge^ 
from custody by a justice of the peace, 
after a narrow escape from death at the 
hands of Graham's young widow, who 
had brought her husband's trusty re- 
volver to thf> courtroom. Tewksbury wns 
found guilty of minder in the first degree. 
But a sb:up lawyer found that the clprk 
of the court had failed to enter the plea 
pf 'Not guilty,' though the notes of the 
court stenoguipher showed the plea hud 
been made in proper fotm; so the case 
was twice retried with hung juries, and 
finally the prisoner was turned loose. I 
believe he is at present a constable at 
Globe Camp."

VALUABLE PEBBLES. 


Precious Stones That Come In the 


Form of Grttvcl. 


Did you ever search for unusual peb- 


bles ? Nc-nrly everywhere there are semi* 
precious stones to be found in the com- 
mon gravel, but few people know how to 
look for them, says the Cincinnati En- 
quirer. 


Jasper is red, mottled with every color 


of the rainbow, but not transparent; 
carnelian is red, of many shades, trans- 
parent; chalcedony is white or gray, 
transparent and rather soft; rock crystal 
is \\hite and transparent. 
Make your 


pebbles wet, hold them up to the light, 
nnd, if you can sec through them, they 
are, according to color, carnelian, chal- 
cedony or rock crystal. If there are no 
flaws, these pebbles are worth cutting for 
ornaments. 


Now, if the pebbles are banded black 


and white or brown nnd white, with the 
white bands transparent, that is onyx, a 
valuable stone used for cutting into cam- 
eo gems. 
If the pebbles are banded in 


red, white, gray or any other colors, they 
are agate. Some agates are banded of a 
dozen diffeient kinds of precious stones, 
others are like clear glass, with beautiful 
mosslike or treelike markings, and moss 
agate is worth money. Jet is a soft, 
opaque, black stone, which was once tht 
sap of the pitch pine, but has turned into 
a fine variety of cnnncl coal. Fragments 
of fossil pine trees are always fonnd 
•with the jet. Hundreds of tons ore used 
for mourning jewelry. 


None of these stones are so precious as 


the topaz.

A. Revolting? Exhibition In 'Which

The country known 4to English speak- 


ing folk as Tibet bears a very different 
name among its own people. It is called 
Bod, or Bod-yul, "the country of Bod." 
The name Bod probably refers to Bud- 
dha. 
Though ostensibly Buddhists, the 


people of Bod are In reality slaves to 
Lumaism, a system of theology which 
has been den'ned as "Buddhism corrupted 
by Sivaism and by Shamanism, or spirit 
worship." Shamanism is the dominant 
cult of Mongolia and is a system of du- 
mon ^worship rather than spirit worship. 


Tiuot is regarded by students of tbe oc- 


cult as the home of magic, and whether 
or no there be "ttmhutmas" in that wild 
and weird land, in which the late Mme. 
Bluvatsky, tbe high priestess of theoso- 
phy, it is claimed, served a seven year 
apprenticeship in the magic art, we hove 
it OH tbe most respectable testimony that 
the lamas of Bod-yul can and do perform 
feats which have not yet been explained 
in terms of science and which can only 
be classed as magical. 


The peifoiraances of the Bokts, or won- 


der working lamas, are quite as astound- 
ing in their is ay as those of the Indian 
fakirs, who are Mohammedans, or of tbe 
Sanyahis of Yogis, who are Bran-mans, 
but they are usually terrible and revolt- 
ing. A Tibetan Bokt who had -wandered 
from his native land and penetrated as 
far as Benares gave an exhibition of his 
wonderful powers in one of the vast tem- 
ples of the holy city a few years ago. 
He was accompanied and assisted by a 
mongrel crowd of half human compatri- 
ots. 
The exhibition promised by the 


wonderlul magician was truly nn as,- 
toundiug one. He proposed, in view of 
all beholders,, to rip up his abdomen, re- 
move a handful of intestines, display 
them to the spectators and then replace 
theni again and heal up the wound by a 
few magical passes, leading no vestige 
of the damage inflicted. 


Needless to say such exhibitions aie 


not everyday occurrences, and tbe ordi- 
nary globe trotter might traverse India, 
from Cape Coinorin to Nepal and not be 
fortunate enough to witness so marvel- 
ous, if i evoking, a spectacle as that in 
question.

WHERE TO GO FOR AN ( UT1NU 


A. Most Formidable Obstacle It !• to 


Linguistic Study. 


At tlie very threshold of the Russian 


language jou are confronted by the al- 
phabut, and n inobt foiraidable obstacle 
it is. to linguistic study. Cadmus, with a 
pioplietic sympathy 
for the modern 


schoolboy, stopped short at 24 letters 
when he invented Greek, but Cadmus- 
Uoffovitchsky (as his llussiuu prototype 
is called) launches no fewer than 35 oa 
the guilolebs /oieigiier. 


Some of these, it is true, have the same 


foim as Koinau characters, but as their 
Bouud is usually entirely dlffeient thia 
similaiity is lather an additional stum- 
bling block than a help. Others, again, 
icbcmble our letters turned upside down 
or wioug side about or otherwise con- 
toited. There is one letter for which we 
conceived a profound respect, not un- 
mixed with awe. 


It resembles the figure III on a clock 


dial ami has the appalling sound ot 
"ohtcli." When v/c canie across a word 
containing this letter, we gazed upon, it 
m iileut admiration. Any attempt to 
pionounce it would, we felt, prove fatal 
to our mcisors, and consideiing the high 
fees chaigcd by good dentists we could 
not afford to run any lisks. 


Another cuuous specimen, like a small 


b, -n ith a projecting snout on top, has ab- 
solutely no sound whatever and is de- 
fined as a "hnal mute." In spite of (or 
perhaps on account ot) its silence, it is 
giently in evidence, no word of any size 
being considered complete without it. Its 
only puipose, apart from that of an orna- 
ment, seems to be to warn the reader 
that tbe picceding word is in Russian, 
and that he must not try to pronounce it 
according to western rules. 


When a foreigner writes his name in 


Russian, he invariably tacks this "final 
mute" on to it. It is regarded as a subtle 
compliment to the Russian nation and 
doubtless has due -weight xvith the secret 
police.—Pearson's1 Weekly.

ster to Jajap. 


We hud n full half hour to wait before 


tho drive began aud were reworded by one 
of the prettiest and most interesting sights 
nnd lesuous In natural history I huve ever 
ruen—umnely, tbo Bight of an old chamois 
giving Its young kid a lesson in jumping. 
1 must premise by mentioning that it is 
•\oryjdlfficult—in fact, impossible—for nny 
ono but a very old hand to distinguish a 
buck chamois from a doe as they are mov- 
ing, and the rule is not to shoot at a 
chamois if it has u kid with it, as tbnt is a 
pretty sum sign it, Js a doe. 


A few minutes after we had been seated 


quietly at our posts, nnd before the drive 
begun the keeper called my attention to 
i» chamois' head und nock which had sud- 
denly appeared on the sky lino about 150 
yards off. 
It turned out to be n doe with 


a kid. They came along slowly, not nt all 
thinking of danger and not in any wny us 
yet disturbed by the drivers, who were a 
;nile or t>vo away nnd who hud not yet bo- 
gtin to drive. They both cnine quietly 
down the steep mountain side until they 
came to a place where there was a drop 
of about 18 feet, and than took plane 
tbo following bountiful sight, which was 
also witnessed by S. and his joger from 
whore they sat: The old chamois jiuuped 
down, as n matter of course, but tho kid 
funked and would not follow. Tbo old 
ono looked up nt it and then wont back 
another wny to the ledge on which tbe. kid 
was standing and again jumped down so 
as to show th> young one how to do it nnd 
looking up to it as much as to say: "Como 
nloug, yon little stupid! It won't hu:t 
you." But tho kid funked again and would 
not follow. Tho mother thereupon return- 
ed a second time to the ledgo and proceed- 
ed, to push the kid with her bead and mntlo 
it jump down and followed it hersolt. 
Thon came the climax The old one and 
tho young one both went round again to 
tho same ledge, and the old one jumped 
down first, and this time tho kid followed 
immediately, having been taught thnt it 
was safe and easy enough.—Badminton 
Magazine.

Cape Town, Sept. 22.—During the de- 


bate on the treason bill which pn^std the 
house of assembly Mr. Suitor, the former 
commissioner of public works, said the 
bill showed that tho Dutch colonists had 
received different treatment from the 
English.

"It is not always easy to detect coun- 


teifeits of gold and silver coins," says 
the director of the mint, -"especially 
where they are of good weight and es- 


fine finish and the peculiar slippery 


turface by which many counterfeits may 
be detected is absent. 


"The public, in their haste in the ex- 


change <*i moneyi should, find time to 
scrutinize \v ith care each. coin as it is 
handled. There is always much counter- 
feit coin in circulation. 


"Our presses at the mints are extreme- 


ly heavy, weighing 13.000 pounds. Nat- 
urally a piece of gold or silver* struck 
from their dies is as nearly perfect as it 
is possible to make a coin. Yet counter- 
feiters, with their light presses and dies, 
manage to do some very clever work. 
The product of molds, a favorite method 
with the smaller fry of counterfeiters, is 
inferior to that of the dies. The absence 
of the clear cut appearance of the genu- 
ine coin, the defective weight, the imper- 
fect lettering and milling and the indis- 
tinct reeding on the outer edge of the 
coin arc the distinguishing characteristics 
which will guide the public in detecting' 
coins thus made. Italians are the great- 
est offenders against the law with mold 
made counterfeits. 
The most expert 


turners out of metal counterfeits have 
been regular makers of dies who wanted 
to get rich quickly. 


"The standard of gold made by our 


mints is 000 fine, or 21.19 carats. 
A 


new $20 counterfeit is probably a com- 
position of gold, copper and silver, the 
gold being of low grade. The facsimiles 
are often quite perfect, with a clear ring 
and sharp, well appearing lettering and 
milling, being well calculated to deceive 
those M-ho are not used to the handling of 
coins. 


"Platinum is a metal which gives the 


required weight and is extensively used 
in gold counterfeiting. 
Clear cut coins 


are made from this metal and heavily 
gold plated. 
They are comparatively 


easily passed, especially when fifst put 
into circulation. After a time the pint- 
ing wears off about the edges aud ita 
spurious base is revealed. 
Lead, type 


metal, '/.'me and antimony are the metals 
principally used for silver counterfeiting, 
and copper, brass, silver and platinum 
for gold imitations. Counterfeits of lead 
and type metal are easily detected and 
are passed on ignorant persons or for- 
eigners. 


"Antimony and lead are the component 


parts of the most dangerous counterfeits 
of silver coins, the antimony furnishing 
the bulk of the coin. When struck from 
good dies, with n heavy plating of silver, 
they give forth a good ring and present 
n pretty fair substitute for the genuine 
article. 
The dollar is the denomination 


most contert'eitcd. 


"Counterfeit gold coins may be exocnt- 


ed with such precision that they will pass 
muster under the eyes of bank tellers and 
others used to the handling of coins,

"It may seem strange enough," «*ld

not approve. Why, one of the first things 
an actor or singer has to do is to begin 
to learn how to breathe before he can 
learn how to produce the voice properly. 
The first point is to fill the lungs. Very 
few people take the trouble to do that. 
As a lule, they distend them Until the 
lungs nre about three-quarters full, aud 
then they stop, leaving the base of the 
lungs unemployed and naturally ready 
for any mischief, like most idle things or 
persons. 


"If people would only take the trouble 


to breathe properly, consumption would 
no longer be heard of. Why is exercise 
so beneficial? 
Simply because in run- 


ning, rowing or cycling people are obliged 
to fill their lungs to their utmost capac- 
ity to breathe—in short, as nature meant 
them to breathe. I have frequently rec- 
ommended those whose business will not 
permit of any outdoor exercise to prac- 
tice breathing for an hour in the morn- 
ing and at night. Exercise is not a ne- 
cessity; breathing properly is. How to 
go about it: Watch an infant lying on 
its back if you want to see breathing 
done as it ought to be, or if you have got 
out of the habit of proper respiration 
one of the first points to remember in. 
learning to breathe is to keep your shoul- 
ders down. They are inclined to go up 
long before the lungs are filled. Another 
part is to get control over your lungs. 
Fill them slowly, lying on your back if 
possible and fooling them fill; then emp- 
ty them at will, sometimes quickly, some- 
times slowly. Unless the mind has con- 
trol ot tho muscles which distend and 
empty the lungs, then it is no use trying 
to breathe. An hour's practice daily will 
do you more good than all the gymna- 
siums in the world. 
Yet breathing is 


undoubtedly a lost art, and if we are to 
remain a healthy nation it must be recov- 
ered."—Boston Transcript,

though the average teller generally de- 
tects a spurious coin on sight. But none 
gets by our treasury experts. Their fac- 
ulty, tbe result of years of study and 
handling of coins, in detecting a counter- 
feit is marvelous. They seem to know a 
spurious coin by instinct, though it is 
really the result of training. Yet even 
these men, us skillful as they are, occa- 
sionally Lave doubts raised 
In their 


minds ns to whether a coin IB genuine or 
not. 
If suspicious, the coin is cut in 


half, or it is assayed here in the building 
nnd its e:*act weight nnd fineness deter- 
mined. 


"Coins are now and then turned into 


the treasury upon the supposition that 
they are counterfoil '. because they fail 
to give that peculiar clear ring of n genu- 
ine goldpiece, though they present other- 
wise the appearance of being genuine. 


"This singular incongruity is accounted 


for by the fact that the coin has a small 
blowhole in the interior of the metal or 
the flaw consists of a crack or split near 
the edge. Experts know where to look 
for these imperfections Imperceptible to 
others and with a powerful magnifying 
glass they arc quickly made manifest. 


"If the public will remember three 


cardinal points in determining the spuri- 
ous from the genuine and which are used 
by the treasury experts, it will b<> a diffi.- 
cult matter to pass off a counterfeit upon 
one who is accustomed to handling mon- 
ey. We call them the test of 'weight, 
diameter nnd thickness.' 


"It has been demonstrated that coun- 


terfeiters do not combine these three req- 
uisites with spurious metals. Boar this 
test in mind, note carefully the Weight, 
ring, size, impress, milling and reeding, 
ill of which requisites may be taken in 
with a glance, and one will always carry 
nbout with him a pretty good 'detector.' 


"The men who make it their business 


to cheat the government out of gold 
adopt several processes. I saw a coin re- 
cently which had been 'filled* so cleverly 
that tbe fraud was apparent only uppn 
the closest examination. 
The $10 and 


$20 pieces'are mostly used for this opera- 
tion. The coin was .sawed through from 
the edge by a saw of minute proper tjops 
and exquisite fineness, tbe interior re- 
moved and the cavity filled with plati- 
num .which brought the piece up to stand- 
ard weight, though It lost three-quarters 
of its value. It gave forth a good ring. 
If it had been filled with a base metal 
other than platinum, it would have lack- 
ed the ring and been of light weight. 


"In some of these filled coins the ex- 


terior walls of gold are as thin as ordi- 
nary writing paper. Once the cavity in 
filled the sfdes are clamped into the origi- 
nal position and brazed together. Tho 
edges are skillfully recovered with gold, 
the reeding, or tbe minute corrugations 
on the edge, restored and the coin will 
pass readily in the hands of the unsus- 
pecting. 


"The most dangerous tampered coins 


are those which have been 'plugged.' 1 
don't mean plugged as the word is ordi- 
narily accepted and as we see every day 
in the silver coins, b'ut where the skill- 
ful counterfeiter gets out as high ns 
one-sixth of tho weight of a $10 or §20 
piece. The coin is pierced by boring a 
hole in the edge and the gold extracted
